The Indian Performing Right Society Ltd., (hereinafter 
referred to as TPRS’ or ‘The Society’) Incorporated in the State 
of Maharashtra on the 23rd August, 1969 (Certificate No. 14359) 
has authority to grant Licences for performance in public of 
all existing and future Indian Musical Works in which Copy- 
right may subsist in India and the owners of copyright in which 
are members of the said Society. 

And whereas IPRS now proposes to grant licences for the 
ublic performances of music in its repertoire; the statement 
of fees charges or royalties which it proposes to collect until 
further notice is as follows: — 


Tariff 1. Cinemas— For annual licence : 

(a) Cinemas (touring or static but excluding film shows at 
Clubs. Institutes etc.) Licence fee shall be assessed by 
taking the following percentage rates of monetary 
•eating capacity of the cinema (less entertainment tax) 
multiplied by 365 for an annual fee in respect of films 
•creencd containing music controlled by the Society. 

A. Class A : for Cinemas in cities with population of 300,000 
or more.

The fee, in the case of a cinema failing to respond and 
furnish required data for assessment within 10 days from 
receiving a request from the Society may at the option of 
the Society be assessed at 2% of the monetary seating 
capacity, in which case the Annual Licence fee for the 
current Licence year shall be : 


365 times of 2% of the monetary seating capacity multi- 
plied by the number of shows given daily during the 
preceding licence year. 

(c) For shorter period licence ; 

Where a licence is required for a period shorter than 
a year, or for a short season, the Society’s licence fee 
shall be : — 

(i) for a cinema showing pro rata as above, without 
films on 2"/0 or more any surcharge. 

days during the year : 

(ii) for a cinema showing Pro rata as above plus 10% 
films on fewer than 270 surcharge. 

days during the year : 

Minimum charge for a licence : Rs. 100/- 

Notb I : In calculating the licence fee 50 paise or more 
will be rounded off to the next rupee and lens than 
50 paise will be ignored. 

Note II : Annual Licence fee shall bo payable in advance in 
respect of each Licence Year. 

Notb III : The Society may at its option rely on the literature 
published by Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tions giving population figures irrespective of whe- 
ther or not any up to date State or Central publi- 
cation is available for deciding on the class and 
table of percentages applicable to each cinema, 

Notb IV ’ Monetary seating capacity (box office) shall apply 
to all performance including those sponsored and/ 
or on fixed rental. Any payments received by a 
cinema in excess of the monetary seating capacity 
shall be deemed to be and added to the monotary 
seating capacity for the purpose of calculating 
licence fee. 

Tariff 2. Clubs, Institutes, General Halls etc. 

If no charge for admission is made the fees or 
royalties for annual licences arc : 

1. Recorded or radio music: For each 100 (or part 
of 100) persons seating capacity Rs. 150/- per 

annum, Maximum fee Rs. 300/- per annum. 

2. Concerts or organised entertainments (other than 
film shows) without admission charge : For each 
100 (or part of 100) persons seating capacity 
Rs, 20/-, subject to a minimum charge of 
Rs, 20 per entertainment. 

3. Concerts or other organised entertainments (other 
than film shows) with an admission charge : 2% 
of the monetary seating capacity, subject to a 
minimum charge of Rs. 50/- per entertainment. 

4. Film shows, without admission charge (or where 
the charge does not exceed 50 paise) : For cash 
capacity unit of 1 00 (or part of 1 00) person seating 
capacity, Rs, 2/- per show, 
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5. Film shows with admission charge exceeding 0 -SO 
paise. : For each capacity unit of 100 (or part 
of 100) persons & seating capacity Rs. 4/- per show 

All royalties or fees payable in advance. 

Tariff 3, Factories, Workshops and Canteens : 

For music recorded or by radio, during normal 
working hours. : 

Factories and Workshops ; 

The charge for annua! licence is Rs. 0 ’50 paise 
per employee for each 1/2 (or part of 1/2) hours 
music daily throughout the year. Minimum fee 
for annual licence Rs, 200/-. 

Canteens attached to above : 

Where the music is confined to a canteen and not 
provided in the factory or workshop, the charge 
for annual licence is Rs. 0 -50 paise for each 
1/2 (or part of 1/2) hours music daily per seat. 
Minimum fee for annual licence Rs. 100/-. 

All fees or royalties payable annually in advance. 

Tariff 4. Juke Boxes or coin-operated record players : 

(a) For machines containing a mixture of Indian 
and non-Indian music Rs. 100/- per annum, 

(b) For machines containing principally Indian 
music Rs. 150/- per annum. 

All fees or royalties payable annually in advance. 

Tariff 5. Hotels. 

(a) Live performances, not at concerts or organised 
entertainment : 

(i) Where the annual expenditure by way of 
salaries and other payments to musicians and 
singers exceeds Rs. 15,000/- per annum the 
Society’s charge is 2% of such annual ex- 
penditure. 

<ii) Where the annual expenditure, as defined 
above, does not exceed Rs. 15,000/- per 
annum, the Society’s charge is :

For an orchestra or band of not 
more than 8 musicians . . 3/- per day 

For an orchestra or band ha- 
ving more than 8 musicians 5/- „ 

For a solo performer, vocal or 
instrumental or combined.

(0 Piped or recorded music in the public rooms 
and/or letting bed-rooms & suites.

(Whether promoted by Hotel management or others) 

For each entertainment 2% of the total monetary 
capacity, subject to a minimum royalty or fee of 
Rs. 15/- per entertainment. 

Tariff 6. Cafes, restaurants or eating houses ; 

(a) For recorded music Rs. 150/- per annum for 
each capacity unit of 100 (or part of 100) persons 

seating. 


(b) For music by radio only Rs. 100/- per annum 
for each capacity unit of 100 persons seating. 
All fees or royalties payable annually in ad- 
vance. 

Tariff 7. For Sundry entertainments : 

(a) Exhibitions ; (for general background music) 
Small or local exhibitions Rs. 14/- per day. 
Large or national exhibitions Rs. 28/- per day. 

(b) Cricket or polo matches : 

For each 5000 (or part of 5,000) spectators 
capacity Rs. 14/- p, day. 

(c) Horse Race Meetings : 

For each 5000 (or part of 5,000) spectators ca- 
pacity Rs. 28/- p. day. 

N.B — For any organised musical entertainment e.g., 
concerts, film shows, etc., at Exhibitions the 
royalty rates under Tariff 2 will apply.
